SAYS IT 18 TOO LIGHT. 


PRESIDENT WILL DISAPPROVE MAN- 
EY OOURT-MARTIAL’S FINDING. 


Reprimand Recommended Is Not Gon- 
sidered Sufficient Panishment by Any 
of the Officlals=Cleveland Will Take 
Oceasion to Criticise the Action of the 
Officers Composing the CourteMany 
Events Leading Up to the Killing of 
Hedberg and Feeling of Army. Officers. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 22.—{Special. ]— 

After all the time spent by the court-imartial 

which tried Lieut. Maney for the murder of 


| Capt. Hedberg, the findings of that tribunal, | 


a reprimand for the accused, will be disap- 
proved by the President of the United States. 
Ever since the court met at Fort ‘Snelling 
some weeks ago for the trial of Lieut. Maney 
there have been rumors as to the character of 
the findings, and a story was sent out after 
the adjournment of the court that the court- 
martial had concluded to compel a_for- 
feiture of pay and allowances for one year. 
But no one outside of the c surt-room dreamed 
that such a light sentence as a: mere repri- 
mand would be imposed for such a grave 


crime as the killing of @ brother officer. After, 


all the testimony had been submitted ‘and the 
case had been thoroughly investigated by this 
army court, its members decide that a fit pun- 
ishment would be a reprimand for the offend- 
er; and that is as tar as they go into the mat- 


. ter. 


To say that the War Department officials 
are exasperated over this finding is putting it 
mildly. Owing to the numeroys delays and 
the length of time consumed since the report 
of the board was received at Washington the 
presumption grew that there was a screw 
loose some place and that the authorities at 
the War Department were taking ample time 
to consider the communication made to them. 
Judge Advocate-General Lieber went through 
the voluminous mass of testimony, looking 
for some flaw, but could find none, and was 


in consequence compelled to report the tind- | 


ings of the court to the General of the army. 
This wasdone as promptly as the.circum. 
stances would permit, and when Secretary 
Lamont went’over to the Cabinet meet ing at 
the White Housetoday he carried the papers 
with him. It was generally understood that 
the Secretary of War disapproved the recom. 
mendation of the court imposing a merely 
technical). reprimand upon the offender, and 
he did not hesitate to communicate his views 
to the President: 
Will Criticise the Tribunal 

Asa result of the conference between these 
two, officials it was deterinined, while setting 
the seal of condemnation upon the findings of 
the court-martial, to doitin a manner that 
will reflect not only upon that tribunal but 
upon the officer who was on trial before them. 
It is in the province of the President to make 
such a ruling or order as he may see fit in 
promulgating the sentence of the court, and 
from the tenor of previous conversations with 
the Secretary of War on the subject it is ex- 
pected that a scathing arraignment will em- 
anate from the White House. Ever since the 
mistrial, as the War Department authorities 
called it, in the eivil proceedings against 
Lieut. Maney there has been prevalent at the 
War Department an opinion that the young 
Lieutenant merited dismissal from ‘the serv- 
ice. 

Had there been the slightest point, technical 
or otherwise, which would have justitied this 
course, he would have been summarily dis- 
tnissed ttous'tiae service, It was deemed ad- 
visable, however, in view of the adverse com- 
ment created by the jury trialat Chicago, to 
allow an army court-martial to take cogni- 
zance of the affair, the hone being freely ex- 
pressed that they would mete out punishment 
to fit the crime with which Lieut, Maney was 
charged. Now, however,in view of all the 
facts atiduced, and witha conscious knowl- 
edge that their superiors expected u dif- 
ferent verdict, this army court-martial 
brings in a finding which evén the most 
sanguine of Lieut. Maney’s friends had never 
dared. hope for. At the outside they had 
counted upon a temporary suspension from 
the army. with a forfeiture of pay and allow- 
ances, but nothing of the sort is even hinted 
at or suggested by the board which met at 
Fort Snelling. ‘They did not, however, count 
upon being reprimanded themselves, as they 
will tind out when the President's proclama- 
tion of the case is made. and there will be no 
mincing matters here as a resul: of the eon- 
ference between the Judge Advocate-General 
of the army, the Secretary of War, Gen. 
Schofield, and the President as Commander- 
in-Chief of the army. This case has attracted 
more attention in .army circles than anything 
of the kind ever known before owing to the 
rank and social standing of the parties con- 
cerned, 

Hedberg’s Former Friends Fight Him. 

Lines were drawn so closely that at Fort 
Shéridan there was a bitter fight inaugurated 
against certain publications devoted to the 
interests of the service, because they had ap- 
parently taken sides against Lieut. Maney. 
In fact this feeling was carried to such an ex- 
tent that subscriptions were cut off from the 
publications in question by thearmy people, 
matty of whom had taken a violent. dis- 
like to Capt, Hedberg. When Capt. Hedberg 
made his successful fight for reinstatement in 
the army he gained good friends here at 
the National Capital, among them Railroad 
Commissioner Wade Hampton, who was a 
Senator from South Carolina at that time. 
Through the efforts of the friends of Hedberg 
he was restored to the army, and an official at 
the War Department declared that his subse- 
quent action was at the bottom of his murder. 

According to the investigation it appeared 
that Capt. Hedberg had said on one oceasion 
that after being restored to the army he would 
seek to be placed on the retired list, and thus 
give somebody else a chance for prometion. 
His course in remaining ir the army subjected 
him to censure from some of his brother 
officers, Lieut, Maney in particular reminding 
him with having failed to keep his promise. 
‘That's the kind of afriend you are,’’ re. 
plied Hedberg, ‘‘all your interest in my case 
has been from selfish motives.” ) 

From this occurrence there arose the strained 
relations which,ever after existed between the 
two men and which culminated in the shoot- 
ing of Capt. Hedberg. At least such is the 
story told at the War Department and which 
is assigned as a cause for the breach which 
led ta the shooting. One thing is cer- 
tain, however, neither the -court-martial nor 
the accused Lieutenant will have any cause 
for congratulation after the publication of 
the President's order on this army case.

WICHITA A PREY TO A RISING RIVER. 


Arkansas Break; Its Banks and Floods a 
Part of the City. 
Wicnrra, Kas., June 22.--The Arkansas 


River broke its banks bere tonight and a por- 


tion of the city is flooded. There is great 
alarm among the colored people near the 
levee and hundreds of them are fleeing. The 
water tonight is higher than it has ever been 
and it is still. rising. It is probable the city 
will be inundated before morning. A deep, 
swift current is now flowing over Biswell 
Park and the adjoining residence portion of 
the town. The water is rising rapidly and 
another two feet will send it sweeping down 
Main street. The lower floors of many houses 
are already under water and people are ex- 
citedly loading their property into boats. 


The great rains of yesterday have swollen all’ 


the streams of this section and most of them 
have broken over their banks. The farmers 
have already suffered an immense loss through 
the destruction of their crops and stock. 
At midnight the water is higher than it has 
been since the great flood of 1877. The body 
of a man witha trunk and a valise floated 
under: the Douglas avenue bridge a few 
minutes before, and it is supposed that 
the rise caught him while he was 
crossinga stream. ‘The body could not be 
rescued at that hour. Reports have come in 
from,the country tothe effect) that many 
houses are under water between here and 
Hutchinson, and the loss of stock and grain is 
disastrous. Orie farmersix miles north of here 
had thirty-two hogs swept away and six head 
of cattle. The floating débris that is passing 
through here indicates heavy losses to the 
farmers. The stock-yards in this city are 
comnpletely under water. It is reported at 1 
o'clock this morning that the water is about 
to flow into Lawrence avenue, this city.. The 
Seventeenth street bridge isin great danger 
and if it collapses it will probably cause the 
destruction of eleven bridges below it. Re- 
ports from the West say that another body of 
high water is coming down and the people are 
greatly alarmed.

He then 
went into figures to show the impossibility of 
such’ a policy. Delegate Geissler of Illinois 
declared that the $100 death benefit was one 
of the main stays of the ‘association. It 
would prevent the burial of members in a 
potter’s field.. Delegate Robbins of Pennsyl- 
Vania argued in favor of the death assess- 
ment to pay the berefit. J. A. Lee, 
National President, stated that there were 
industrial insurance companies which would 
take this $100 risk at $1.75 and $2 a year 
without medical examination.

GERMANY MAKING BIG INVESTMENTS, 


Millions of Foreign Securities Purghased 
by Thrifty People of the Empire. 

Wasuineton, D.C., June 22.—James H. 
Smith, United States Consular Agent at May- 
ence,in a report to the State Department 
gives some surprising figures relative to Ger- 
man investment. He says the people are lay- 
ing up from $476,000,000 to $595,000,000 
annually, one-half of which goes into securi- 
ties. At least 25 per cent of the wealth of 
Germany is now invested in stocks and bonds, 
and this will probably rise to 40 or 50 per 
cent in the next generation. Inthe last. ten 
years about a billion dollars worth of fortign 
securities have been put upon the German 
market, and although some doubt has been 
expressed as tg the wisdom of taking so much 
foreign paper the leading economists hold 
that itis a healthy symptom indicating a 
thriving condition of the people. The inter- 
est art dividends add $119,000,000 of 
wealth annually to the country.

ferences between the company and its work- 
men to arbitration and if they did not agree 
to this or some other plan for a settlement of 
the striko the proposed. boycott would take. 
effect at noon next Tuesday. sat : 

George W. Lovejoy, La Salle, Ill.:/R. A. 
Pollans of Pullman, and C. F. Timlin of Rood 
House were sent 4s a committée with the 
ultimatum to General Manager T. W. Wickes | 
and received from him his final answer in the 


matter. It was to the effect that 
the, Pullman company absolutely,  un- 
qualifiedly refused to. enter into any 
consideration whatever of the Pullman 


strike with the American Railway Wnion.‘ 
There the conference ended and ‘the com- 

mittee withdrew, returned to the convention 

hali, and reported results. The Chairman 

stated further that before leaving Mr. Wickes’ « 
office the committee gave him due notice that 

unless he changed his decision before 12 

o clock next Tuesday at that hour the union 

would put into effect a general boycott-on all ' 
Pullman sleeping and dining cars in the 

country, Thereupon, and amid wild shouts 

of applause, the convention passed a-motion 

indorsing the action of the committee and of- 

ficially ordering the boycott. . 

Opinion of President Debs, 

As between the determination of the con- 
vention delegates and opinions entertained by 
railroad men there is a wide difference re- 
garding the probable outcome of sucha move. 
President Debe and Vi¢e-President Howard 
urged the delegates to think carefully hefore 
rendering a final decision in the matter, as. it | 
was, they said, the most important undertak- 
ing they had attempted, gnd in some meas- 
ure the future of the organization depended 
on the record miadein the contest with the 
Pullman cofnpany. At the same time they 
were not only ready to sanction the actior, 
taken but to give the fight all the encourage- 
ment and support in their power. In dis- 
cussing the matter last evening President 
Debs had this to say: 

‘ It will not be a boycott in the usual sense 
of that term. The order will go out to the 
general executive boards of the American 
Railway Union on the various systems as 
the proceedings of this convention, showing it 
was the sense of the convention that no mem- 
ber of the union had anything to do with the 
transportation of Pullman cars. This means 
that the members of our organizatiomwill re- 
fuse to handle these cars, Car inspectors will . 
not inspect them; switchmen will not switch

them ‘on to. trains, and engineers and 
brakemen will refuse to’ haul 
them. The trouble wil! probably begin 


with the switchmen. We expect theyfirst to 
refuse to switch a Pullman car will #®& either 
laid off or discharged by the officials *of the 
railroad. But our meg will be watchful, and 
the mament ap} man attempts to take hie 
place every member of the ‘union employed 
on that road will quit work. Tots will tie up 
the system and so faras'I can see the inter- 
State commerce law will cut m figure what- 
ever in the strike. We are of course best 
organized in the West and Northwest, 
although we have some strength inthe East 
and South, and the order affecting Pullman 
cars will be carried into effect wherever our 
‘organization is. strong enough to cut any 
figure in the general result.”’ 


What Mr. Wickes Has To Say. 


General Manager Wickes, speaking for the 
Pullman company, said: ‘*‘So far as we are. 
concerned the situation as regards the strike: 
retnains unchanged. As the men are no 
longer in our employ we have nothing to arbi- 
trate. I told a committee of the strikers 
which called to see me last week that the Su- 
perintendent of the shops had instructions: to 
hire as many men as he wanted to do ‘the 
work on hand, and that they could #pply to }.- 
him. So far as a boycott of our cars is con, 
cerned. I don’t see how it can injure usto any 
greatextent. It cerfainly will not be of as 
much injury, inconvenience, or trouble to us 
as to the railroads and the general public. I 
am inchned to think that under the present 
condition of things, when so many people 
are out of work, railroad employés are not 
going torun the risk é6f. being permanently 
thrown out of employment by refusing to 
handle eur cars. : Our contracts with the rail. 
roads provides that we shall furnish them the 
gars and they will run them. If they fail to 
carry out their part of. the agreement it cer- 
tainly will not be through any fault of ours. 
When our employés at Pullman quit work 
they severed their connectior with the com- 
pany, We had agreed to investigate athe 
wrongs complained of by them, and were ‘pro- 
ceeding to do so when they struck. Therefore, 
there is no question for us to arbitrate.:’ 

| The Railroad Side of It. 


A number of railroad officials were seen re- 
garding the proposed boycott, but they de- 
clined to say anything about it for publica- 
tion,on the grounds that they had not re- 
ceived notification from the Americen Rail- 
way Union or anybody else that a boycott 
had been declared. An official of the Alton 
road said. he had. no fears of a boycott on 
his road, as he was satisfied the 
union would not succeed in getting 
Alton switchmen and engineers to refuse to 
handle Pullman cars. .‘*Our men,” he con- 
tinued, “‘are not going to give up their jobs 
simply ;to see other men step in and take 
them, and that is exactly what the result will 
be if they undertake to tie up these cars, 
There are five men who are not in sympathy 
with the union for every job on the railroads.

BOARD OF TRADE IS NOT SURPRISED. 


Expectation General That -the ‘House 
Wou!d Pass the Hatch Bill. 

Edward S. Worthington of Norton & Worth- 
ington from the time an anti-option bill was 
first threatened has. had a large share in 
directing the policy of the Board of Trade to- 
ward it. He said last night: 

The passage of the Hatch bill by the House 
is not a surprise. The Board of Trade 
as a body has not made a strong 
fight against it, but should there be a prospect 
of the Senate taking it up actively possibly a 
delegatior will be sent to Washington. I do not 
think it will be passed by the Senate, or, if it 
does, that it will meet the approval of the Presi- 


dent. Cleveland’s personal friends are against | 


it. Moreover, the Populist wing of the Demo- 
cratic party has pushed the bill. The same fac- 
tion has embarrassed Cleveland with ,its 
silver schemes and its advocacy of 
the income tax. He will be gilad, 
in my opinion, to retaliate by vetoing the anti- 
option bill. As the measure now stands itis ab- 
solutely prohibitory. The Board of Trade busi- 
ness could not exist under it. We have been as- 
sured by eminent counsel that it is unconsti tu: 
tional. « 
News relative to the fate of the bill was in: 
complete upto the close of the Board of 
Trade, but enough was known to give the 
sagging markets some buoyancy. It goes 
without saying that the board deems itself 


capable of proving all its business bona~ 


fide and in the due course of trade. 
There was a general indorsement of Repre- 
sentative Aldrich’s amendment including 
flour in the bill. However, this was not of 
such immediate import to the grain trade 
here as other features. 


IMPURTANCE OF THE EZETA CASE, 


Dr. Guzman Asked to Act as the Repre- 
sentative of Salvador, 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 22.—The Ezeta 
case may become as celebrated in diplomatic 
history as the Barrundia affair and there is 
reason to believe it will result in causing our 
government to assumea definite position in 
the matter of the right of asylum. The Sal- 
vadorean provisional government has deter- 
mined to press its demands for the surrender 
of Gen. Antonio LEzeta, the Vice. 
President of the late government. 
The case has assumed such importance that, 
according to reliable advices, the Salvadorean 
government has requested Dr, Guzman to 
assume the position of Salvadorean Minister 
at Washington to conduct the negotiations 
relative to the Ezeta case. Dr. Guzman is at 

resent the Minister Resident of Niraragua 

ere. All of the diplomatic representatives 
of Central and South American countries are 
deeply interested in the outcome of the Ezeta 
case as having a future application to their 
own countries. 


IDENTITY RESTS ON A&A PIECE OF SKIN. 


If It was Grafted to Cover a Tattoo Mark 
Is to Be Decided. 

The question of the identity of T, C. Bowen, 
thought to be a noted swindler and mail rob- 
ber, who is now held at the Central Station, 
depends upon a piece of grafted skin.. ‘Two 
years ago Bowen escaped from jail at Nash- 


ville, Tenn., and since:that time the govern-

Thomas Brenan, the veteran member of the 
School Board, declares it is ndt true that the 
board can buy the books and sell them to the 
children as cheaply as they are now pur- 
chased by the individual, and that the board 
could not itself go into the publishing busi- 
ness and sell books at less than an advance of 
30 per cent.on the present.price. He says it 
is not true that any children are now kept 
from attenditig school by the inability of their 
parents to purchase the necessary books. The 
board has a fund from which to supply these 
books and all poor persons may take advan- 
tage of it. President Trude alsosaid he was 
preparing to take some of the wind out of the 
sails of Dr. Rice, who some time ago criti- 
cised freely the ability of teachers in the 
Chicago public schools. He said he intended 
to ask Dr. Rice to substantiate his charges.

PRENDERGAST TRIAL MAY GET 
DOWN TO BUSINESS TODAY. 


Some Lively Fencing with the Veniremen, 
but Judge Payne's Hustiing Policy Has 
Its EffecteOne RKecaicitrant Comes to 
Griet in an‘ Effort te Avoid Service— 
Locked Up Until He Pays a Fine for 
Contempt of CourtPrisoner’s One 


Effusion of the Day. 

Eight jurors were sworn in yesterday 
afternoon by Judge Payne to try the 
question of *Prendergast’s sanity. They 
are: Smith T. Marvin, Adam G. Fry, 
Charies Schenck. J. (Raycroft, Floyd 
Smith, Wiiliam J. Bristol, A. Leonard Gould, 
and Frank P. Mack. Four veniremen are 
undenexamination and fifteen more are on 
callfrom the second special venire. Court 
and counsel expect to secure the entire 
jury by noon today, Judge Payne’s 
precepts are becoming interesting features of 
the trial. - Last night after the adjournment, 
when a venireman expressed a fear that, 
should the jury be evenly divided on a ver- 
dict, his anxiety to return to his business in- 
terests might weaken his determination As to 
the justice of the case, the court said: 

‘* Such backbone as the Lord gave you you 
now have with you. Apply your common 
sense and reason to the situation and never 
let a thought of ‘business interfere with the 
performance of your duty.”

- Samuel Goetz Gets in Trouble. 


At the opening of the court four veniremen, 
in answer to Judge Payne's quéstions, said’ 
they could ‘give Prendetgast an inpartial 
trial. Later one Of .thern, Samuel Goetz, 
brought upon himself “the displeasure of the 
court byssaying he had formed an opinion 
and was summarily dismissed. Eight venire- 
men in charge of bailitfs were ushered into 
the jury box. Six of \them had been 
recip ty: accepted, and the other two, 
Krings and * Rice, had) received partial 
examination, and were subsequently rejected. 
Otto Glitz, a German of middle age, said he 
was a bookkeeper for Martin J. Emerich and 
lived at-No. 487 North Park avenue. As far 
as Prendergast’s insauity was concerned his 
mind was a blank. ! 

H. R. Seymour, traveling salesman for the 
Atlas engine works, said his employer had 
told him what ought to be done with Pren- 
dergast after the suinmons had . been served 
upon him. Mr. Gregory at once requested 
that the employer be attached for contempt 
of court. Seymour nervously declared that 
the remark had been mnade jocosely. Judge 
Payne declined to ‘issue the writ but excused 
the venireman. ‘Thomas Stevens, a manu- 
facturer of tngineering supplies, discovered 
that' Judge Payne was not to be trifled with. 
Thursday afternogn, while Bailiff Morgan 
was summoning venireinen, he stepped into 
Stevens’ place of business and took. his 
natne on the list.. Stevens refused to go to 
court and finally said! he was nota citizen 
and could not legally be summoned. Mor- 
gan then served a surmmopns on the bill clerk 
in the office. The manufacturer then threat. 
ened to throw the bailiff out and have him 
discharged by Sheriff Gilbert. | Morgan in- 
formed the. court of this and an attach- 
ment was issued for Stevens, When 
he was brought in. yesterday morning Judge 
Payne questioned him about the affair and 
also the bill. clerk, named Turner. Stevens 
said he had been a resident here for eight 
years and was not yet nauralized. He tried 
to apologize for his action, but the court 
would accept no excuse and fined him $25 
for. contempt. Stevens was committed to 
jail until 1 o'clock when the fine was paid,

The State tendered him with 
the other three accepted jurors, 

Attorney Darrow gave Gould and Mack a 
brief examnination. Mack admitted having a 


slight impression as to the sanity of the 
'prisoner, but said he would not allow it to

“Well, 'll take your word for it,”’ said Mr. 
Darrow. ‘** We accept the jurors.”

State Leagues Will Tarn Out in Force for 
the Conventien in Denver. 

In all probability the meeting of the Na- 
tional League of Republican Clubs at Denver 
next week will be the largest ever held, [he 
reports from the various State Leagues to 
President William W. Tracy indicate this. He 
said yesterday that never in the history of the 
league had the reports beén so. encouraging 
‘*T would not be at all surprised,”” he said, 
‘*to see three or four times as many delegates 
as were present at Louisville last year, There 
are several reasons for this.

We elect our delegates to State 
neminating conventions in proportion to the 
number of votes cast in each county, and the 
same principle should prevail with reference 
to the national nominatingconvention.

TO CAMP AS BRIGADE, 


ILLINOIS NATIONAL GUARD TO BIV- 
OUAO AT OAMP LINOOLN, 


Regimental Encampment Is Declared Off 
by the Adjutant-General on Acconnt of 
the Heavy Expense to the State of Send- 
ing Troops to Subdue Strikers—Gov. Alt- 
geld Wants Regiments That Can’t Be 
Quickly Mobilized Discharged=—General 
News from the Northwest. 

Sprinerrenp, Ill., June 22.—[Special.j— 

The Illinois National Guard will not hold a 

regimental, encampment this year. Today 

Adjutant-General Orendorff revoked the order 

of several aths ago providing for a seven- 

weeks’ encatnpment by regiments and issued 
an order for a brigade encampment at Camp 

Lincoln, beginning July '7. This change was 

made on account of the fact that a large por- 


tion of the National Guard has recently been 


on active duty and on account also of the 
heavy expense incurred thereby. The follow- 
ing order was issued today: 

Two regiments and twenty-six companies of the 
Tliinois National Guard having recently been 
called into active service, and these commands 
having had considerable post duty, it is deemed 
that the best interests of the service require that 
the annual tourof camp duty be by brigades. 
Thelarge expense for active service makes it 
necessary to limit the pay for camp duty to six 
days. The First Brigade, [llinois National Guard, 
is hereby ordered to report at Camp Lincoln, 
near Springfield, for its annual tour of duty 
July 7 to 12. 1894. Camp Lincoln is constituted 
a military post, and will be governed and con- 
ducted as such by the commanding General. 
during the tour of duty. The post commander 
will announce in orders the service calls for the 
information and guidance of the troops. Ratioris 
will be issued to the Brigade Quartermaster on 
consolidated ration returns approved by the post 
commander. Horses will be furnished by the 
Quartermaster-General and no transportation or 
forage will be allowed for other horses unless 
otherwise specially authorized. The Adjutant- 
General will supply all necessary blanks upon 
the approval of the command in camp. 
Two cooks will be . allowed to each 
non-commissioned staff and band, com- 
pany and battery. and two cooks and 
two servants to the brigadé and each regimental 
headquarters: these employés to be paid on rolls 
and the same amounts as the troops. None other 
than legally enlisted men and: .above authorized 
employés will pe transported, subsisted, or paid. 
Substitutes are not allowed. General inspection 
will be conducted in aday to be designated by 
the post commander for the purpose of allowing 
the officer of the regular army on duty to inspect, 
and in order that his report to the Adjutant-Gep: 
eral may be based upon practical and actual ob- 
servation. The troops will be routed from this 
department. 

Gov. Altgeld today issued ‘the following or- 


der: 

In times of peace troops are for emergency 
only. Tc be of use to the State they must be able 
to get together and reach any given pointin a 
few hours. For this purpese good transportation 
facilities are necessary. No matter how brave 
and well-disciplined a company may be if the 
transportation facilities from its headquarters 
are poor then it cannot be relied upon in an 
emergency, for its movements must be un- 
certain, and it is therefore of no 
use to the § State. All companies of 
the National Guard thus located, and all com- 
panies that, for any reason. do not give promise 
of the highest degree of usefulness, will be . mus- 
tered out of the service. Referring to the re- 
maining companies, there should not be a man 
in the [illinois National Guard, whether officer 
or private, who cannot be relied upon to do his 
duty under all circumstances, and the officers 
commanding the different regiments will take 
the proper steps to have every man of that char- 
acter reti from the service.

There has long been a controversy as to 
Williams’ parentage and place of birth. It 
has been claimed on one side that he was 
born in Cornwall in 1602, the son of William 
‘and Alice Williams, and on the other that he 
was born in London, the son of James and 
Alice Williams, his father bei a merchant 
tailor. After weighing the evidence on both 
sides Mr. Straus decides untiesitatingly in 
favor of the London parents and assigns for 
‘Roger Williams’ birth the date 1607. It has 
been asserted that he was related in some way 
to Oliver Cromwell, but there seems to be no 
warrant for the claim. Asa boy he attracted 
the attention of Sir Edward Coke, who se- 
i cured for him admission to Sutton’s Hospital 
School. Some letters written by him toa 
‘daughter of Sir Edward’s have been preserved 
and supply valuable information. 

Williams landed in New England early in 
1631. Havinga high reputation for godli- 
ness he wus called on to actas teacher of the 
Boston church. He refused toaccept berause 
the congregation believed the civil authorities 
could inflict penalties for spiritual censyres. 
At the very outget he took issue with the Mas- 
sachusctte theotracy, which insisted that the 
State was servant of the Church. From 
Boston he went to Salem. ‘The church in that 
place gave hima call, but the powers that be 
stood in the way. After a short stay at Plym- 
outh he returned to Salem and was ordained 
teacher of the church in spite of the renewed 
remoanstrance of the magistrates. 

In 1635 he was tried® before the General 
Court and ordered to be. banished, or, as it 
has been euphemistically. called, ** enlarged.”’ 
The latter-day defender#of the Puritans have 
alleged that this banishment was for purely 
political reasons, and had nothing todo with 
his notions regarding toleration... Thisis not 
true. The first and most serious of the “ dan- 
gerous opinions’’ he was charged with hold- 
ing and teaching was that ‘the magistrate 
ought not to punish for. the breach 
ef the first table otherwise «than in 
such a case as did disturb the 
civil peace.”’ The “ first table’’ means those

owes to God, the “second table”’ relating to 
the duties which man owes to man. Williams’ 
contention was that the civil power *‘can ex- 
tend only to-the bodies? and goods and out- 


‘| ward estates of men,” and that “ with con- 


science and religious opinions the civil magis- 
trates nay not intermeddle even to stop a 
church from apostasy and heresy.’’ Those 
who tried him believed it was as much the 
duty of the civil magistrates to punish what 


breach of the ¢ivil laws. 

Forced to leave Massachusetts in midwiater 
Wiitliams painfully made his way to his future 
home in. Rhode Island and began the bui.ding 
up of his tolerant commonwealth. The diffi- 
culties which he had’ in doing this are well 
described by Mr. Straus. The intolerance of 
the surrounding colonies drove. all their 
cranks to Khode Island and concentrated 
there an unusually large percentage of.them. 
Williams believed in freedom of conscience, 
but, at the same time recogsdized fully 
the necessity of civil government: that 
there had to be magistrates and that they 
must be obeyed. But some of the men who 
took refuge with him were not much better 
than Anarchists and wanted no governmént 
atall. He had to reduce them to obedience, 
and he had at the same time to defend him- 
self against neighbors who were &tirring up 
strife in his colony, who put forth claims to 
be the owners of the land he had bought of 
the Indians, and who refused both before and 
after he got his charter to associate politically 
or otherwise with a community where the 
dangerous error of toleration was taught. 

Nothirig does Williams more credit than the 
way in which he stood by his principles in the 
face of the greatest difficulties. He disagreed 
utterly with the doctrine of the Quakers and 
yet he could not be induced torefuse them 
shelter. His broad, measureless liberality 
welcomed the Jews to Rhode Island and 
would have welcomed the adherents of any 
other faith as longas they behaved themselves. 
In the first charter he secured there was an ex- 
press provision guarding liberty of con- 
science. He wasastender inhis dealings 
with Indians as with the consciences of men.

ity which give to true criticisms almost all 
their charm and half their finality.”’

SHAME OF THE AMERICAN NATION, 


Sell-Out of the Democratic Senators to the 
Villainous Sugar Trust, 

New York World (Dem,.): The facts thus 
far brought out in the sugar scandal in- 
vestigation constitute a shameful chapter in 
the history of our politics. They show the 
sugar trust as a corrupter of both parties, and 
they demonstrate the power of money in Con- 

ress, whether the majority is Democratic or 
publican. 

[The vast contribution by the Havemeyer 
trust was made to the New York Democratic 
State committee to secure Cleveland’s elec- 
tion in 1892. It does not appear that the 
Havemeyers gave a nickel to any Republican 
com mittee. ] , 

What are the facts? The testimony of the 
two Havemeyers, one of them the President 
of the trust. and of Searles, the Treasurer, 
shows that the trust bas regularly contributed 
to the campaign funds of both parties. |They 
specified no money paid to any Republican 
committee,] This shameful confession was 
made with evident unconsciousness on thé 
part. of the witnesses that they were admitting 
the commission of a grave offense. 

All three witnesses testified that contribu- 
tions had been made to State committees 

what State committees except New York, New 

erséy, and Connecticut?] but Theodore Have- 
meyer, the brother of the President, contru- 
dicted the others in one important particular. 
They swore that the contributions had been 
made to local committees only for local pur- 
poses, while he said, in answer to the question 
as to whether the trust had contributed to 
State or national parties: ‘“‘I think it has to 
the State. I know it has to the national.’’ 

Henry O. Havemeyer testified that contri- 
butions were made to the Democratic party 
in Democratic States. and to the Republican 
party in Republican States. 

[But he named no Republican State com- 
mittee to which he gave any money. The 
Massachusetts Republican committee denies 
having received as much as even one dollar. | 

The trust had no politics but the * politics 
of business.”” Accordi to Searles, how- 
ever, the trust contribut to the New York 
Democratic State committee in 1892, when 
the committee was conducting the Pres. 
idential and Congressional campaigns. 

[Yes, the trust contributed about a quarter 
million of dollars to them. It put in its 
boodle where it would do the most good—for 
the trust. ] | 

That the officers of the trust realize that 
their contributions to politic#are really cor- 
rupt is shown by their refusal to answer 
questions and by the fact that an attempt is 
evidently made to cover the item up in the ac- 
counts of the concern. Searlés, the Treasurer, 
swore that the payments. which are made by 
H. O. Havemeyer on a general authority 
from the board of trustees, do not appear in 
the books, but Havemeyer swears that they 
do appear as “part of the expenses of the 
company.” 

No intelligent or unprejudiced person will 
believe that the trust’s political contributions 
are made for any other purpose than to pur- 
chase natsona! legislation. 

{And Democratic legislation at that, as 
shown by the recent vote in tha Senate on 
the sugar schedule,:-when the trust was given 
the Federal revenues under the bill for six 
months after it goés into effect. Forty-one 
Democratic Senators voted for that rascally 
grab and only one Republican—Quay of 
Pennsylvania, a confessed speculator in sugar 
trust stocks. | 

There is nothing else that the trust can buy 
from politicalcommittees. As its officers tes- 
tified, the trust has no interest in politics ex- 
cept for the relation of politics to its business. 
In answer to Senator Allen Theodore Have. 
meyer testified that the ‘* business interests of 
the concern is the paramount and only politics 
of the American Sugar Refining company. __ 

[Still it séems that the “ paramount busi. 
ness intereste”’ of the trust, and the Demo. 
cratic politics of the Havemeyers, and the 
partisan interests of the Democratic politi- 
cians all coincided and acted together. That 
is the record at all events. | : 

Terrell, who acted in behalf of the trust in 
Washington, testified that he tried to influ. 
ence Senators to grant the desires of the trust 
as to the rates of duty to be imposed upon 
ongets. He had a meeting in his room at the 
Arlington, at which Havemeyer discussed 
sugar tariffs with Senators Brice and Smith 
both Dem 3 

Searies, of the trust, testified that he was in 
Was during the last winter solely to 
secure favorable legislation for the trust, and 
that he bas been going to Washington on that 
errand since the Forty-fifth Congress. 

Havemeyer testified that he was in. Wasb- 
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lation?” 

To which. of course, the answer is invari- 
ably ** No.”’ 

It is especially strange that the Republican 
Senators do not endeavor to get at the truth. 
They are trying to expose the character of the 
pending bill, to show that it is as bad as any 
Republican .protective measure. Why is it 
that they neglect this opportunity to show 
thab Democratic Senators are saddling $40,- 
000,000 of taxes on the people fora few 
thousands of dollars paid to a campaign fund? 
Are their own pecuniary obligations to the 
trust too heavy? . 


Senator Gray and his associates are not 
dealing fairly. A scandal that so seriously 
affects the character of the Senate, that re- 
veals such depths of degradation in our pol- 
itics, that casts distrust upon the leaders of 
both parties, that induces the : belief that 
corruptiop pervades the whole fabric of par- 
tisanship, must not be dealt with tenderly. 
Courtesy has its demands, but Senator Gray 
and Senator Lindsay are not called upon to 
exercise such politeness as to save malefact- 
ers in the Senate from the condemnation and 
the punishment they have earned, to be as 
considerate of the accused as -if they were 
their counsel. | 

The chargé against the Senators implicated 
is extremely grave, The Republican Sena- 
tors who are accused of selling to the trust the 
sugar schedule in the McKinley law, and the 
Democratic Senators who are charged with 
selling the pending schedule, if the accusa- 
tions are true, are in effect charged with giv/ 
ing to the trust the power of taxation in re- 
turn for corruption funds. This is an offense 
that cannot be condoned. And to those who 
stand accused no courtesy is due, for the evi- 
dence against them is so strong that the legal 
presumption of innocense is overcome, 

If Senator Gray, Senator Lindsay, and the 
other members of the investigating commit- 
tee, as representatives of the people in an 
ordinary criminal prosecution, shouid as 
tender with the defendants as they have been 
with the trust and its alleged accomplices 
they would be denounced as unworthy of the 
confidence that had been reposed in them and 
of the profession which they have not hon- 
ored by the course they have pursued as in- 
vestigators. Why do they not insist on know- 
ing how much the trust contributed and 
to whom the payments have been made? 

It is the duty of the President and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to reverse their posi- 
tions. They have doubtiess committed them- 
selves to this sugar schedule upon public 
grounds and with entire honesty. But the 
compromise is tainted and they must now 
recognize the revelations of the testimony not 
only as a justification for a change of attitude 
but as positively demanding such a change. 
They must not even by silence favor the con- 
summation of the bargain. 

Whether they willor not, the duty of the 
press is clear. Regardless of party, in the in. 
terest of good government; as an enemy of 
corruption, it should oppose this surrender of 
compromising politicians.

COME TAX. 

Before Gen, Black left for Washington last 
December he was interviewed about the in- 
come tax. He said that Ae never would vote 
for it—not even if he were the only opposing 


| member of his party. Nevertheless he voted 


for it. He says now in the interview in which 
he seeks to enlighten’ the delegates to the 
State convention about his changeable views 
and to coax them to nominate him for Sena- 
tor that hevoted for that injurious tax be- 
eauge. (1) the money it would furnish was 
and. (2) because ‘it takes the bur- 
dens of taxation from ¢onsumers and lays 
them upon the accumulated wealth of the 
country.’’ The man who went to Washington 
the unrelenting foe of the income tax says 
now “itis one of the most equitable taxes 
ever devised.’’ Thus the chameleon politician 
changes his hue. 

In the first place, the forty millions the in- 
come tax is estimated to produce are not 
neeted. The Senate amendments raising 
duties on imports and the increase in 
whisky tax, and especially the duty on raw 
sugar, will provide the needed revenue, The 


income tax receipts will be surplus revenue 


tosquander. Itis true thatthe sugar sched-. 
ule is s0 worded as to give the Democratic 
sugar trust the first forty or fifty millions of 
revenue, which the jgovernment should have; 
but the income tax Will not make good that. 
loss, for no money will come in from incomes 
or more’than a year from now. The govern- 
ment needs chietly immediate revenue. 
way to get that is to make raw sugar dutiable 
atonce. Singularly enough, Gen. Black has 
not a word to say about this huge sugar steal. 
Why? 

Then he says the income tax of itself is a 
good thing bécause it *“ says burdens upon the 
accumulated wealth of the country.” No, it 
lays them on the labot-employing wealth of 
the country. The man who has a farm which 
he has paid for or a house which he has paid 
for has some “accumulated wealth.”’ There 
are millions of such men, but the Democrats 
have figured out that their tax will hit only 
about 85,000 men, Therefore their income 
tax is class legislation, aimed at a few only of 
the owners of the accumulated wealth of the 
country, they being the ones who use their 
wealth most productively and. consequently, 
employ the most labor. 

Gen. Black says that ¢onsumers will be 
benefited. But how about those producers 
whose wages have been paid out of the “ ac- 
curnulated wealth’? he wishes to confiscate?

The idleness of the 80,000 will, in turn, 
ae others .idle to. whom. they paid their 
wages for rent, clothing, food, ete, — 

The employer works for a profit. His sur- 
plus profits are used by him to enlarge his 
business and hire more) men in his busi- 
ness. An exaction which Jessens his profits 
lessens his additions to the number of em- 
ployés. An exaction which makes profits im- 
possible drives him out of business and 
leaves his hands without employnient. Hence 
the workingmen will be the chief sufferers by 
the income tax which’ Black now supports. 
lhe employer suffers also, but he 2an stand it 
better*than they can. 

Gen. Black says the tax is€quitable. | A few 
months ago he thought.it inequitable and so 
deciared. He was ‘‘ opposed toa war tax in 
times of peace.”” He was unable to see how 
his Democratic brethren could favor a tax 
which they had fought against when money 
was needed to carry on the war for the sup- 
pression of the rebellion, a tax which tha 
Democratic national platform did not in- 
dorse, and which ‘belongs to the class of fiscal 
measures to which Mr,.J efferson was so in- 
tensely hostile. «But a demagogue can turn a 
sudden flop when in hot pursuit of an office.

This self-stultification ought to 
prevent itfrom charging Tue Trisuns with 
lack of consistency. 

The great question now at issue between the 
Republican and Democratic parties is not how 
to formulate a plan.ion which the industries 
and prosperity of an infant country shall be 
built up, but of avoiding disaster following 
the overthrow of an established system. Itis 
thirty-three years since the Democratic low. 
tariff of 1857 was repealed and a protective 
‘tariff adopted in its place, and though it has 
been modified several times the United States 
has been a high protectionist for the third 
part of a century. The people have long since 
accommodated themselves to those conditions, 
and they prospered, Employers made good 
profits and were able to keep the workers fully 
employed at wages | whick were very high as 
compared with those in any of Ns coun- 
tries of Europe, ae 
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isting duties unnecessarily, and that it was bad 
politics to do it, ahd they still think soin the 
light of subsequent elections. They thought it 
was not wise to disturb the industrial status 
following the enactment of the revised 
tarif of 1883. The McKinley meéas- 
ure increased the tariff on many arti- 


cles and reduced it.on some. It did not fur-. 


nish the general stimulus to business which 
its advocates prophesied for it, but nei- 
ther did it harm consumers by raising the 
prices of goods, as many feared it would. 
Tt caused no material change in prices 
except in a few articles. But it led to 
many strikes for an advance of wages, 
which was gained by some of them,’ while 
for some others it prevented a reduction 
of wages that otherwise might have been 
caused by increasing competition. The three 
years following the passage of the McKinley 
bill formed a period of great prosperity. 
Truth and justice require this admission. 
There was no panic, no distress among the 
toilers. Men were aot thrown out of work by 
it; employers were not deprived of their prof- 
its; enterprises were not broken down by it. 


There was no discouragement of production,: 


but rather the tendency was to stimulate en- 
térprise and increase consumption, 

Now Tue Triswne finds fault with the Dem- 
ocrats for trying to upset these prosperous 
conditions. I¢ censures thein for entering 
upon the destructive work of changing down- 
ward thea long established market prices of 
merchandise, and tumbling down the estab- 
lished wage scales of labor. It is a dread. 
fully serious undertaking to smash down the 
long established salaries and wages of a great 
nation. But the Democratic leaders entered 
upon it with their Wilson bill witha light 
heart and a smiling face, as a small and pleas- 
ant undertaking. Those happy-go-lucky Dem- 
ocratic leaders have gone far towards scaring 
the country out of its wits by their threat of a 
big interference with trade and prices. Tue 
Tripune finds fault with the juggling of these 
Democrats, who made strong professions of 
free trade policy and now are getting up a 
sort of a jack-leg protection bill which belies 
their promises. It finds fault with them be- 
cause while their measure furnishes some 
protection it does not contain enough to pre- 
vent disaster; because while tending towards 
free trade it is not eliough free trade to 
satisfy men with free trade longings, like the 
editor of the junior organ. The mcasure is 
of the mongrel, yellow dog variety, which 
will please nobody ; and the junior organ is in 
a wretched plight when it has to affect to ad- 
mire the mangy cur while finding fault with 
Tue Txrrevung for correctly describing the 
animal. 
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SENATOR PALMER ON SILVER. 

The Democratic Senator from Illinois has 
prepared an epistle to his State convention, 
which meets next week. Most of it relates to 
silver. As the Senator, unlike Gen. Black, is 
not & candidate and does not have to carry 
water on both shoulders he gives seasible and 
unambiguous advice. He tells the convention 
that it must not commit itself to the policy of 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1 because that policy if attempted— 

Would Mexicanize American coinage and would 
in its result amount to silver mopometallism and 
be an abandonment of the safe, cautious policy of 
the present Democratic administration, which 
contemplates the adoption of every means which 
Mae securé to the country the bimetallism of the 

Chicago platform, the bimetallism which recog- 
niges both silver and gold as money metals, but 
now unhappily wide:y separated in commercial 
view, both to be used, however, under conditions 
which wilP’make the “dollar of equivalent value 
in the market and in the payment of debts.” 

Senator Palmer knew ali this a little over 
three years ago, when the Legislature was 
balloting. He did not speak out as plainly 
then asuiow because it would have cost him 
Populist votes, but better late than never. He 
says also: 

It is not necessarv to argue insupport of that 
which is axiomatic that the money which is 
cheapest and most easily obtained will be used 
and will displace that whiéh is more highly val- 
ued. The result, therefore, of the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the presenf ratio 
would dwarf the American dollar in value" to a 
level with the silver coinage of Mexico and the 
South American States and would produce mone- 
tary conditions such as exist in the silver coun- 
tries, and it would also be to decline a contest 
with Great Britain and the continental States of 
Europe for the trade and commerce of the world. 

This is precisely what would happen. It 
would be better for the country if other Dem- 
ocrats could see as clearly and would point out 
as honestly the ruinous consequences of free 
coinage. The Senator is equally ‘correct 
when he says that— 

The silver-producing States naturally Sheen 
the free coinage of silver. They well understand 
that it would result in silver monometallism. 
Itis also true that some of the Western and 
Southern States, discouraged by the low prices 
of their staples, seek cheap money, influenced by 
the belief that it woula enhance their prices and 
promote prosperity. 

The Senator warns the Illinois Democrats 
against ‘‘ mere empirical policies which will 
produce far greater mischiefs than those from 
which we now suffer,” and bids them avoid 
giving way to these demands of the Soufhern 
and Western Democracy, which the latter will 
not make when the country is more prosper- 
ous. He'concludes by begging the conven- 
tion not to be stampeded, but to stand by the 
national platform. In what the Senator ‘has 
to say he is mindfui not only of the welfare 
of the country but that of his party. Whether 
the convention will heed his disinterested ad- 
vice will be known soon. 
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GEY. BLACK’S VAGUE SILVER VIEWS. 

Gen. Black wants the Democratic State 
convention which meets next week to nomi- 
vate him for the Senate. Therefore he has 
stated in a Washington interview in detail his 
views on a nuinber of questions, the silver one 
included. What he has to say-on this last 
point lacks definiteness. Intentionally or 
not, he has clouded his meaning. 

For instance, he says he is in favor of “ the 
restoration of silver to its proper place in the 
currency of the country.”’ What, in his opin- 
ion, is “its proper place’? Does he mean 
that the owner of silver bullion should be per- 
mitted to take it to the mint and have it 
coined into dollars? If so, dollars of what 
weight? Thatis,doeshe want free coinage 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 or some other ratio? 
If he wants a new ra tio, why does he not tell 
what itis? If free coinage at 16 to 1, that 
means an unlimited output of 48 to 50 
cent dollars. 

. Gen. Black says he shall continue to urge 
‘a return to the use of the two metals [gold 
and silver} at a parity of value.’’ What 
‘*narity of value’? An artificial oran actual 
one? If the commercial parity is 33 tol, 
does he want free coinage at that ratio or at 
16 to 1 or some artificial ratio? At 16 to 1 
how does he propose to maintain the parity 
with gold? Or does he propose'to let gold 
slide and substitute 48-cent silver dollars? 

Gen. Black says he voted for Bland’s seign- 
jiorage bill because he thought it “‘a step in 
the right direction.” To where? 48 cent dol- 
lars? Hesays also that he agrees with the 
declarations of the silver plank of the Demo- 
cratic platform. It is declared therein that 
‘*the dollar unit of coinage of both metals 
must be of equal intrinsic value,”’ The dol- 
lars which Bland and Gen. Black proposed to 
coin out of the seigniorage bullion would not 
have been of “equal intrinsic value” nor 
quite half with the gold dollars. Therefore, 
Gen, Black does not accept the alost valuable 
part of the Democratic currency plank. Is 
he juggling with words? 

Bet if the bill to. pe the scigniorace had 
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proper place in the currency of the country ’’? 
It would have increased the number of silver 
dollars which have to be kept at par with gold, 
without increasing the stock of gold with 
which to assure the maintenance of the pres- 
ent artificial parity. If that is what he wants 
then every measure which will increase the 
number of unprotected silver dollars will be 
another step in the ‘* right direction.” in his 
present opinion and free coinage will be the 
most effective:and final step to substituting 
50 per cent silver for the present curréncy. 
Is it not a fact that in what Gen. Black has 
to say nowon the silver question he is bidding 


for the votes in convention of the free silver | 


Democrats from the southern part of the 
State, while trying to bamboozle and deceive 
the honest money Democrats of Cook Coun- 
ty? .In other words, is not the flexible flip flop 
Congressman trying to be all things to all 
men? . 


WHO GETS IT AND HOW MUCH? 

The only thing certain or that can be predi- 
cated with exactness of the Sturges-Farwell 
controversy is that Judge Tuley has decided 
it.-A careful man might also affirm that 
William Sturges wanted $2,000,000 from 
the Farwells for organizing, booming, and 
promoting the Capito! Freehold Land and In- 
vestment company, and that the Farwells 
wanted $685,980 which they claimed Sturges 
owed them, but it must be a very rash and 
careless man who will hazard any further af- 
firmations. Both sides are confident the 
award isin their favor because both sides won 
and both sides were defeated. The attorneys 
on either side are confident they have won for 
their principals, but they cannot agree upon 
the amount within several hundred thousand 
dollars. It is probabie Judge Tuley knows 
just how much each gets or does not get, but 
he won’t tell, and perhaps itis not his busi- 
ness to. He virtually says: ** There is my de- 
cision, gentlemen. Read it for yourselves.”’ 
And of all who have read it probably notwo 
persons will agree how much Mr. and Mrs. 
Sturges get or how much the Farwells get, or 
whether, when the final settlements are made, 
any one will get anything or nothing, or what. 
Mr. J. V. Farwell is certain it is a sweeping vic- 
tory because the $2,000,000 Sturges claimed 
is reduced to a net judgment of $47,000. 
On the other hand the Sturges attorneys are 
certain it was a sweeping victory for their 
client because the Farwells instead of paying 
$47,000 will be out of pocket $400,000. 
Figures do not lie, they say, but in this case 
they lie like a fighting cock, Even the news- 
papers, which never lie, can’t tell the truth 
about this decision. The Herald is $50,000 
higher than the Jnter-Ocean, the Record is 
$375,000 higher than the Times, and the 
Times is $50,000 lower than the Jnter-Ocean. 
The attempt. of these papers to tell what 
Sturges gets ranges all the way from $25,000 
to $400,000. Tue Trrsune will make no at- 
tempt to tell what either side gets. It is con- 
tent in the knowing tlat it was a great con- 
troversy, presided over by a famous Judge, 
who made an admirable decision, and that it 


was a sweeping victory—for somebody, pos- : 


aibly for both sides. 
“ But what good eame of it at last?” 
Quoth little Peterkin; 
‘* Why, that I cannot tell,’’ said he, 
“ But twas a famous victory.” 

Famous victory for whom, Judge Tuley? 
Will his honor explain? Will he make a new 
decision categorically stating who won the 
ease? If the Farwells, how much did they 
get? If Mr. Sturges, how much did he get? 
If both won it, how much did both get? 
If neither won it, again how much did both 
get? Having established these points: will his 
honor then gratify’.a curious public by stat- 
ing how mucl, the lawyers get, and after their 
getting, whether there was much of anything 
left for the victors, whoever they are? A de- 
cision on Judge Tuley’s decision either per- 
sonally or by another trial is what is now 
needed. The community should not be left 
in uncertainty this hot weather. 
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A BISHOP’S DEFENSE OF LYNCHING. 

The Rt.-Rev. Hugh Miller Thompson, 
Bishop of Mississippi, has come forward in 
defense of lynching. He says that lynchers 
are those *‘ who save delay by simply resum- 
ing the natural sovereignty delegated to them 
by the courts and hang the criminal.’’ The 
reason for this remarkable delegation of the 
hanging power is that ** the laws are slow, the 
jails are full, and the lawyers are banded to- 
gether to defeat justice ag they always are.” 
The laws of which Bishop Thompson com- 
plains were not made by black men. The 
latter have been stripped of nearly every civil 
and political right they possessed in that 
State. If the jails are full they are not full 
of negroes, but of untried whites, as a negro 
in Mississippi is always hanged with’ prompt- 
ness, either by Jack Ketch or Judge Lynch, 
and nine times out of ten by the latter. The 
lawyers who are banded together to defeat 
justice are whites. From the Bishop’s owa 
confession therefom it appears that justice 
is no longer possible in Mississippi, that law- 
yers and the people thwart its processes, and 
that the courts are. impotent. Why then con- 
tinue the farce any longer of keeping them 
open since they have delegated all their 
powers to mobs? In a word, a State govern- 
ment ae ordinarily understood is a thing un- 
known in Mississippi. From this point of 
view Bishop Thompson is corréct in his state- 
ment. The lynching statistics of Mississippi 
confirm all he says. A State which’ has 
lynched 162 persons in the last eight years, 
151 of whom were negroes, or more than any 
other two Southern States together, certainly 
is on the way to the loss of popular govern- 
ment if it has not entirely lost it. The situa- 
tion is sad and humiliating, but what is sadder 
and more humiliating is the spectacle of a man 
of God in high position justifying the situa- 
tion, publicly commeuding barbarity, and de- 
fending the right of any persons to kill a man 
without trial who has been accused of crime. 
It is all the sadder when it is remembered that 
this Bishop went to the South from a North- 
ern State, where laws are enforced and lynch- 
ing is comparatively unknown. 
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FOOLISH NEW YORK CITY REPUBLICANS, 

The only possible chance to overthrow 
Tammany and to release the City of New 
York from the curse of its domination is like- 
ly to be nullified by the narrow partisanship 
of so-called **straight’’ Republicans.

Tre Board of Drainage Trustées is offering 
In its prospectus 
it says that the total resources from date to 
1896 will be $18,200,000 and that the total 
expenditures for the’ same period will just 
equal the resources. It is assumed that when 
the enghteen millions have been expended the 
drainage channel will be finished from Robey 
stgeet and the West Fork to Joliet. 

But before the water can be turned into 
the main channel the South Branch must be 
deepened and widened so that it will pass 
800,000 cubic feet of water a minute without 
interfering with navigation unless a portion 
of the 300,000 cubie feet can be had through 
some supplementary channel. Without ad- 
ditional legislation the main channel cannot 
be used until arrangements have been made 
to supply it with the above-mentioned quanti- 
ty of water. 

Have the trustees yet worked out their plans 
for the hecessary imiprovement of the South 
Branch? If so have they made an estimate of 
the cost? And how do they propose to set to 
work to raise the millions.they will heed? If 
the main channel is finished in 1896 it will 
be desirable to use it as,soon as possible, 
Therefore whatever legislation is needed 
should be the work of the General Assembly 
to be chosen this winter, for the one elected 
in 1896 will not belikely to pass any law go- 
ing into force before July, 1897. What are 
the plans of the trustees?

Another new kind of work is etching on 
leather, which is easily accomplished by any 
one skillful in handling a pencil and it can 
be applied to any purpose for which leather 
is employed, such as covers for chairs, cush- 
iots, pocketbooks, bags, etc. Good, strong 
neat’s leather is a suitable material and the 
etching itself is done with caustic potash. It 
can be bought in small white sticks at the 
druggists; this is dissolved in water in a bot- 
tle with glass stopper. Before commencing 
work a weaker eolution is prepared by mixinga 


small cupful of water and trying the.effect on 
any waste pieces of leather until the desired 
strength is attained. Even when the darkest 
tones are wanted the first solution should not 
be used undiluted, as a much better and 
smoother color is obtained by putting on sev- 
eral coatings of a weaker mixture. The 
round leather should be prepared by being 
first gone over with a damp sponge dipped in 
water, which prevents spots and the color 
running. Then the caustic is also put on 
smoothly with a small. piece of sponge. 
Should it happen that any places near the 
edge are intended to remain light and 
untouched, they must be well - varnish- 
ed before the etching begins. The designs 
are generally traced through on the leather 
by means of transparent and graphite paper, 
after which the leather is damped with water 
and the outlines clearly goné over with a fine 
pencil. Then tho figures are painted over 
with the diluted solution of caustic; before 
they are quite dry they are again gone over 
with a solution of iron, in order to 
deepen and intensify the black. - Some- 
times, and mainly on account of the caustic 
mixture being too weak, gray spots come out 


thorough rubbing with a woolen rag. Other- 
wise black thus obtained is indestructible, 
aiid as such infinitely better than ink or ready- 
made dyes, but of course the real beauty of 
the ornamentin a great measure depends upon 
careful and correct workmanship.

Be- 
sides that the student must have passed some 
preliminary examinations, such as the London 
matriculation or the Oxford or Cambridge 
higher local, providing that the subjects of 
algebra, Euclid, Latin, and another language 
be included. After this long, expensive course 
is finished an Englishwoman cannot practice. 
She must wait until the College of Surgeons 
will allow her to take her’** L. D. S.,”’ which 
it has not done yet.

HOW TO PREPARE ROSE POTPOURRI. 


Sweetest Perfume Is Obtained from the 
Freshest Petals in the Garden. 

Those who wish to preserve the fragrant 
June roses for enjoyment in the winter 
inonths should choose only those just blown, 
of the sweetest variety, and gathered in as 
dry a state as possible. After each gathering 
spread out the petals ion a sheet of paper and 
leave them until free fram all moisture; then 
place a layer of the petals in the jar, sp rink- 
ling with coarse salt; then another layer and 
salt, alternating until the jar is full. Leave 
for a few days, or until a broth is formed, 
then incorporate thoroughly and add petals 
and salt, mixing daily for a week, when fra- 
grant gums and spices should be added, such 
as benzoin, storax, cassia buds, cinnamon, 
clove, cardamon, and vanilla bean. Mix 
again and leave for 4 few days, then add es- 
sential oil of jasmine, violet, tuberose, and 
attar of roses, together with a hint of amber. 
gris or musk. Spices, such as cloves, should 
be sparingly used. A rosé potpourri thus 
combined, without parsimony in supplying 
flower ottos, - will be found in the fullest 
sense a joy forever. oe 

Another rule for preserving rose petals that 
have commenced to fade is to gather the 
loosened pvetais and put.them into a jar, 
sprinkle a little salt and a few of these 
spices; in the same manner add rose lédaves 
and spices each day throughout the rose sea- 
son; the jar shouldibe kept tightly covered 
to keep in the fragrance, but may be kept 
in a sunny spot to aid the contents in drying.- 

Salt collects moisture and causes a tend 
ency to mold. 

Another way of drying the leaves is to dry 
them quickly in the oven. Another method 
is to pound fresh roses into a paste. Make 
the moist mass into| cakes. Then lay upon a 
piece of thin sheet wadding in the sun or in 
an oven todry. Cut this cotton so that it 
may be madeup into scent sachets of the 
shape desired. Each sachet requires two 
layers of wadding and one or two of these 
rose cakes, and the fragrance’ will last a 
long time.
